FRENCH “FIRE CURTAIN’? 
IS DEADLY IN EFFECT 


Picture of a Trench Fight When 
German Flame-Thrower Was 
Tarned on Inventors.

HAMLET OF B—, Near Ver- 
dun, April 7, (via Paris, April 10.)— 
The past few days have seen no great 
battle, but fighting little less bloody 
or furious continues east and west of 
Verdun, especially near the slopes of 
Douaumont, where, despite their sacri- 
fices, the German cannot enlarge their 
narrow peninsula in the midst of the 
French sea. Rather, they «ure losing 
ground, and at the price of ceaseless ef- 
forts and heroism beyond imagination 
the French advance literally foot by 
foot. 

The words ‘‘ We progressed in the 
boyaux southwest of Douaumont’”’ have 
already appeared in the communiqués, 
and will appear again, for the French 
gains are constant even if slow. What 
this phrase means I will try to show by 
an account of one such local success 
won by a portion of a famous regiment 
in the course of last night. Their trench 
on the Douaumont hillside was barely 
sixty yards from the German trench op- 
posite, and despite the French cannon- 
ade it was death to raise a head from 
shelter. The uproar was so terrific 
that only shouting could convey orders 
from man to man, and at intervals huge 
howitzer shells overwhelmed twenty feet 
of trench with the defenders. 

Yet, as an occasional glance showed 
the trench line opposite smothered along 
its full length by smoke clouds and 
bursts of flame,. they knew that the Ger- 
mang were suffering worse, which 
doubled the feeling of superiority. 

As evening fell a change came in the 
fire of the 75s, and the mathematical 
precision of that wonderful weapon was 
demonstrated. For the shells fell in 
three distinct rows, one some five yards 
in front of the German trench, the next 
on the trench itself, and the third fifty 
yards back to cut off all communication 
with the reserves. This was the ter- 
rible rideau de feu (curtain of fire) that 
bars advance or retreat with its wall

The failure of the British troops to 
penetrate the Turkish’ positions at San- 
nayyat will come as a.disappointment to 
the British public, which had hoped 
after the recent victory at Umm-el- 
Henna that success would speedily _at- 
tend ‘the .operations for the relief of 
General Townshend and. his men,’ be- 
sieged in Kut-el-Amara.

according to the official dispatch, was 
due to the floods, which are rapidly ex- 
tending and .seriouslly hampering. the 
British wnovements.

LAUDS AMERICAN JEWS. 


Head of German Hebrew , Assotia- 
tion Comments on Their Aid. 


BERLIN, April 10, (via London.) — At 
the. annual meeting of the Hebrew 
Benevolent Association today Chairman 
Nathan paid a tribute to the work of 
American Jéws in supporting the suf- 
ferers in Poland. Later in a statement 
to The Associated Press he repeated his 
words of praise, saying; 

“The generosity of our American ¢o- 
religionists is splendia and demands the 
warmest appreciation. It was no sur- 
prise to us, -howaver, for. we rémem- 
berea that the same generosity was dis- 
plaved.in the relief of the pogrom vic- 
tims in 1895.’’ 

Eighty thousand marks, for the,most 
part in“small moriey Orders, was re- 
ceived by the association in today’s 
mail. The total amount of subscrip- 
tions for the first ten days in, -April 
reached 300,000 marks. he average 
monthly receipts exceed. 400.000. marks. 

The report read at the annual meeting 
revealed that nearly 38,000,000 marks 
has been distributed to the Poland suf- 
ferers from America since the begin- 
ning of the war. Nearly 100,000 letters 
monthly addressed from and to Amer- 
ica have béen received by the associa- 
tion, copied, and expedited to their des- 
tination. 

The association maintains relief kitch- 
ens in Poland, grants money aid, and 
otherwise assists the suffefers from its 
own funds. Nearly 700,000 Jews are in 
need of assistance’ in the occupied dis-

in the world. To do this, we must be 
prepared to act; for at present it is ad- 
mitted that we are not prepared to act 
effectively, and. abroad .it is~ believed 
that wes rink: from ‘the very thought of 
action. .The vital necessity at this mo- 
ment is that this condition be promptly 
changed. 

“ Several hundred .American citizens, 
men, women, and children, have ‘been 
done to death on sea and. {and without 
cause or provocation.”

WALL STREET WANTS ROOT 


But if Necessary to Beat Wil- 
son Many: Would Vote for 
“‘Roosevelt—Damn Him.”

The enmity between William Barnes 
and Colonel Theodore Roosevelt that be- 
gan in 1910 over the Republican guber- 
natorial nomination and has continued 
‘with increasing bitterness on both sides 
ever since ig not going to be patched up 
this year..

Mr. Barnes made no attempt to dis- 
guise that he was in a savage state of 
mind when he summoned reporters to 
his office, 2b East Forty-eighth Street, 
yesterday. afternoon. Whether he was 
still smarting under the defeat he ex- 
perienced on Saturday as a result of 
the re-election of State Chairman Fred- 
erick C. Tanner over Mr. Barnes's can- 
didate, Senator Charles W. Wicks. could 
not be determined, as the one matter 
that seemed uppermost in his mind was 
the Boston story that he had opened 
his heart to his Harvard ciassmates 
and had told them he would support his 
old euemy. 

Mr. Barnes would not discuss the 
story; everything he had to say about 
it, he said, was covered in the state- 
ment. The statement dealt not only 
with the published story, but with Mr. 
Barnes’s general .opinion of the Colonel. 
Calls T. R. Pernicious influence. 
This is the statement: “ 

This year the periodical candidacy of 
Mr. Roosevelt for President of the 
United States is based upon ‘‘ Ameri- 
canism,’’ and sch sporadic support 
as-he is receiving comes from his 
declaration in behalf of proper na- 
tional defense. 

Mr. Roosevelt is not responsible for 
any natural phenomenon, nor has he 
a patent on the obvious.

BARNES CLASSMATE SILENT. 


Churchill Refuses to Discuss Report 
—Dickinson Doubts He Said It. 


Special to The New York Times, 
BOSTON, Mass., April 10.—When re- 
ports were received here tonight that 
William Barnes denied having stated at 
a private dinner of the Harvard class of. 
1888 that he believed Colonel Roosevelt 
would be nominated and that he would 
be prepared to by aed the Colonel in 
that event, THe Times correspondent, 
who had received the original report 
from a source which he cansidered au- 
thoritative, got into communication py 
telephone with Asaph Churchill, a 
prominent paper manufacturer of this 
city, who is a member of the class. 

Mr. Churchill was asked if he would 
deny or affirm that Mr. Barnes made 
the statement credited to him, and he 
replied to both questions ‘‘ No.” 

“THE TIMES does not wish to give 
publicity to this report if it is not true," 
he was told. “ The information was not 
obtained from Colonel Roosevelt, but 
from other reliable sources.- Will you 
discuss the matter? Will you deny it?’’ 
*‘ No,”’ was the reply. 

Other members of the class were ques- 
tioned. David T. Dickinson, a member 
of the Industrial Accident Board, said 
he thought he had heard all Mr. Barnes 
said. He had heard Mr. Barnes speak 
about the fundamental difference be- 
tween Colonel Roosevelt and himself in 
regard to politics. He added that he did 
not think that Mr. Barnes had said any- 
thing about the possibility of Colonel 
Roosevelt’s nomination or whether he 
would support the Colonel in the event 
of his nomination. 

Mr. Dickinson then added that THE 
TIMES correspondent might get into 
communication with George R. Pulsifer 
of West Newton, Mags., the Secretary 
of the class of 1888, but at Mr. Pulsifer’s 
home it was said that he had not been 
feeling well and could not be disturbed. 
The controversy has caused a lot of 
excitement here.

“Two STAMPS PS BRING $1,730. 


Collectors Bid; Keenly Keenly for Rarities 
“of Brattleboro, Vt., Issue. 


Two postage stamps were sold at auc- 
tion last night in the rooms of the Col- 
Jectors’ Club, 30 East Forty-second 
Street, for $1,730. Both had been issued: 
by the Postmaster of Brattleboro, Vt., in 
1846, one year before the United States

leader and political opponent’ of Yuan 
Shih-kai,:

eral Hwang said he was the director of 
the forces of rebellion from this city, 
and that as far as he was concerned 
the Japanese, ‘if they instigated tne re+ 
bellion, caused it through the President. 


‘The General said: ‘* Judge Wilfley 
speaks of the aggression of Japan. ‘Tin 
whole world knows that certain demands 
were made on China by her neighbors. 
At that time the people as well as the 
officials were desirous that Yuan Shiv- 
kai should do his utmost to save the 
eountry. I cabled to the members of 
the Nationalist Party at that time. nu 
to interfere with whatever Yuan: Shih- 
kai wanted to do by way of. putti 
the country on its feet. Almost .al 
those leaders who had left the country 
did the same thing. 

“Yuan Shih-kai was then negotiating 
with the Japanese to save the country. 
But instead of conscientionsly trying to 
succor the nation, he was found to be 
working for his own private interests 
and this failure to do his duty has been 
our greatest grievance and the cause 
of the great opposition he now tftinds, 
Most of his supporters turned against 
him. 
‘*The revolution is against his own 
personal ambition. The statement that 
the Province of Kwang-tung seceded 
five times during the rebellion of 1913 is 
absurd. Persons would get the idea from 
that statement that the revolutionists 
were not firm.in their purpose. On the 
contrary, it is a matter of history that 
the Province seceded only once in 1913 
and at that time against the misrule of 
Yuan. Manifestations of his base manip- 
ulations were seen in Kwang-tung, Nan- 
king, Kiangsi, and other places: 

‘*Itis generally acknowledged that the 
south of China is the most modernized 
and progressive ,and republican portion 
of the country. ane people there gener. 
ally have democratic aspirations. The 
statement of Judge Wilfley that the as- 
tute authorities of Kwang-tung, whom 
he says were in the pay of Yuan and 
were his stanch supporters, decided to 
forestall the depredations of the rebel 
army and declared themselves to be in 
sympathy with it is correct, except that 
the authorities, had they not sympa- 
thized, would have found themselves in 
hot water with the people. Kwang-tung, 
by the way, pours, more students into 
the country than any other Province. 

* Regarding the depredations of the 
rebel army, all I have to say is that 
there is not one case of looting or wan- 
ton murder on record. I will repeat that 
it is notable that during the revolition 
of 1911 and the other in 1913 there was 
not a single case of looting or plunder- 
ing recorded against the rebel army. Of 
course, the sacking of Nanking was 
done by the forces of Yuan. 

‘The revolution of 1911 was fomented 
by the people themselves for a more 
enlightened Government. The revolu- 
tion of 1913 was caused _by the des- 
potism of Yuan. I flatly deny that the 
Japanese have either finan » assisted 
with men, or in any other way aided the 
revelutionists, though they may well 
vaye. caused the revolution through

DESECRATION: OF THE SCHOOLS. 

There is a law forbidding desecra- 
tion of the American flag for com- 
mercial or other purposes. It is en- 
forceable even against Socialists, for 
recently one of the, untransfigured 
preachers of “toil’s transfiguration ” 
was haled to the court of a Magistrate 
and held for trial at Special Sessions 
on the charge of having issued a pa- 
cifist. circular on which the flag ap- 
peared with dollar marks and serpents 
in place of stars and stripes. But on 
Sunday, at a so-called Labor Forum 
in the Washington Irving High School, 
one of labor’s counselors is reported 
to have shouted, “To hell with the 
Stars and Stripes! " and to have been 
cheered for it, and apparently noth- 
ing can be done. He is not haled to 
court for inquiry and for punishment, 
if guilty. 

There is a law against inciting to 
murder and another against wantonly 
defaming credit or the repyte of prop- 
erty; both were flagrantly violated in 
@ peculiarly indecent manner on Sun- 
day by a notorious German propa- 
gandist at the so-called Civic Forum 
in the auditorium of Public School 84; 
East New York. And nothing is done 
about that. 

But for a degree of toleration un- 
known elsewhere in the world there 
would be one less German propagan- 
dist at large, and but for many things 
symbolized by the flag which the 
Pennsylvania labor agitator, if cor- 
rectly reported, consigned to hell; 
there would be no public school build- 
ings in which to organize meetifigs 
of low brows, high low brows, low 
high brows, and high brows, all with 
one precious thing in common, namely, 
the delusion that they think. In the 
name of “free speech” crimes against 
taste, morals, manners, and the Penal 
Code may be committed almost with 
impunity anywhere in this country, 
and apparently with utter unrestraint 
in the asylum of a public school when 
on Sunday it becomes a. forum for 
aliens, anti-patriots, moral anarchists, 
the politically insane, the socially mor- 
bid, and the neurotically mystic. The 
use that is being made of the halls of 
public. schools now’ is a civic scandal. 
It is. not that liberty of speech is 
carried too far; the objection is that 
speech is carried to heights of license 
and depths of indecency which would 
not be possible in a park, 

It is only reasonable to demand that 
the use of the school halls be regulat- 
ed»or that persons to whom the per- 
mission issues shall be held account- 
able for the character of the perform- 
ance, or, if neither of these checks is 
feasible, that the use of school audi- 
toriums as political forums be stopped 
entirely. To this we ‘shall hear the 
retort: “But why bother, when things 
“almost as bad are being said in some 
“of our universities?” Well, so much 
the worse. Those who are without self- 
restraint must accept such restraints 
as organized society may think’ best to 
impose upon them. In no state of 
civilization. may’ an individual .be| to 
wholly free, in the sense of being al- 
lowed.to do anything he likes. And if 
he wants that kind of freedom, let him

THE NATIONAL GUARD'S ERROR. 
The provision in the Senate Military 
bill for the enrollment of a force of 
citizens for training under -Federal 
control will. not be preserved. in the 
final Army Reorganization bill unless 
a vigorous fight is made for it. When 
the debate is renewed in the Senate, 
after the appropriation bills and the 
Sugar bill-have been passed, it is likely 
that an effort will be made to elimi- 
nate the provision for the payment of 
National Guard officers, but though 
this may serve to renew the argu- 
ments against militia extension which 
were heard last’ week, it is likely to 
fail. The services of the efficient Na- 
tional Guard lobby are scarcely re- 
quired to preserve the militia plan. 
That that plan, according to Mr. Har’s 
model and not the Senate's, will sur- 
vive all opposition in the Senate as 
well as in the conference seems a 
foregone conclusion. Senator CHam- 
BERLAIN’s plan for a larger regular 
establishment than the House bill 
provides will probably be accepted in 
conference, and the Hay militia plan 
will be accepted in exchange.

He 
has studied the National Guard sit- 
uation carefully, and concludes that 
too much Federal money has been 
expended on it already, without satis- 
factory results. But his position on the 
subject of national defense is not very 
clearly defined. * 

The officers of the National Guard 
will not cease their opposition to 
Section 56. It is expected that another 
vote upon that section will be forcéd 
before the passage of the bill by the 
Senate a week from today. If the sec- 
tion survives. that assault it will be 
fiercely fought in conference. The po- 
sition in which the National Guard 
has been placed in this matter by some 
of the men at the head of it is deplor- 
able. It must tend to destroy public 
eonfidence in a body of citizen soldiers 
the existence of which is essential -to 
the national welfare. It is_ short- 
sighted and unreasonable. The or- 
ganized militia is to be placed on a 
firmer foundation,.to be made a more 
important branch of our. military 
service than it ever has been. There 
is no likelihood that, if advantage is 
taken ofall its opportunities, a force 
of Federal citizen soldiers will sup- 
plant it or even detract from its rela- 
tive importance. But its higher 
officers have taken unwise counsel, 
and there is at present little hope 
that they will see their error in time. 
Still it is within the bounds of pos- 
sibility that Section 56 may be re- 
tained in spite of National Guard op- 
position. 











WHY A PAN-AMERICAN DOLLAR? 

The Pan-American conference at 
Buenos. Aires is considering the uni- 
fication of the money of the American 
continent by the adoption of a Pan- 
American dollar.

and towns throughout the United States. I 
expected that the respense would come’ from 
New York itself, possibly from two or three 
of the other large cities, but it would seem 
that Tum SUNDAY. TIMES, at least, is read 
practically everywhere. It will be recalled 
that I made the suggestion that every reader 
whe had a doliar’s- worth of human interest 
in the French soldier—who, well or wounded, 
suffers incredible privations—should lighten 
his or her wallet to that extent. I put it 
thus definitely knowing that many people 
were sympathetic enough with these war 
relief organizations, but were shy. about send- 
ing a smaji sum. Well, it is the people from 
these small towns whe have sent dollar bilis; 
that, beyond a doubt, being all they could 
afford.

Practical Armored Motor Cars.

In the event of war no one would,’ I be- 
lMeve, question the immediate need or utility 
of numerous armored motor cars, which in a@ 
word are very active and aggressive for- 
tresses om wheels. In_ consideration,+ how- 
ever, of the continued improvement in motor- 
car construction, it would be an unwise ex- 
penditure of public funds to equip ourselves 
with there expensive machines, destined to 
become out of date in a short time and of no 
practical use except in war. In order that 
we may find ourselves properly equipped at 
@ critical moment with up-to-date: fighting 
machines of this character and at a mini- 
mum cost, I. would suggest the following 
plan: . 4 

The consfruction of the chassis of automo- 
bile trucks of suitable determined size could 
be standardized to the extent that in emer- 
gency the commercial body, could be removed 
and a standard armored body and any neces- 
sary protective parts quickly attached. To 
encourage their purchase by commercial 
houses the license on trucks of this partic- 
ular atyle could be reduced or even dispensed 
with entirely. These trucks would be.sub- 
ject to requisition in case of need, however. 
The armorsd bodies and parts could be 
stored in every coest and border city and 
town of military imrortance. and would be 
ready for immediate and efficient service.

Maria Theresa von Habsburg, sovereign of 
Austria, and as the third accomplice Sophie 
Augusta von Anhalt Erbst, who assumed the 
name of Catherine in 1745, on the occasion 
of her marriage with the heir to the Russian 





throne, whom she caused to be murdered in 


1762, six months’ after his accession, mak- 
ing -herself Empresas of Rusgia in her own 
name. under the alias of Catherine II.

The’ Utah and Chino Copper Com- 
panies, two’ leading members of the s0- 
called porphyry copper grotp, showed 
in their annual reports yesterday a re- 
markable condition of the market and 
of production in 1915..

The Steel Corporation’s gain in un- 
filled orders during March exceeded ex~ 
pectations, amounting to 762,035 tons. 
The business on the books at the end of 
the month ‘was 9,381,000 tons, the 
greatest total é¢ver under contract at 
one time. Compared with all. previous 
monthly records, except those of this 
year, the total as of March 31 was the 
highest by 841,283 tons. The amount of 
gain was exceeded once before, in Oc- 
tober, 1914, when orders expanded 
1,043,000 tons over the total on hand at 
the end of the preceding month. 

A year ago the corporation reported 
aggregate tonnage booked at the end of 
March as 4,255,749 tons,..so the past 
year has brought an increase of more 
than 100.per cent. On Jan. 51 ‘the books’ 
showed 7,922,767 tons, and on Oct. 3 
last year the forward tonnage amount- 
ed to 6,165,452 tons. 

It is estimated that the corporation 
is turning out finished steel products at 
the rate of 14,000,000 tons a’ year. Tak- 
ing this estimate as the basis of calcula- 
tions, it is said in the trade that present 
bookings should keep the mills working 
at capacity until the end of November. 
That is, the orders under contract would 
not be completed before the end of this 
period if the mills ate steadily through 
them. It happens, however, that consid- 
erable business has been booked for de- 
livery early next year, so that perhaps 
one-fifth of current bookings will not 
be specified against before Nov. 30. 
But the plants are turning away tonnage 
every day for lack of mill room, and it is 
expected that there will be no falling 


away from present capacity operations 
at least for all of this year. 

Deliveries in March amounted to about 
45,000 tons a Lf and incoming busi- 
ness reached 70,000 tons daily. When 
traffic facilities are at their best the 
co ration can ship 45,000 tons of steel 

ay, and it is said that the decline 
from this figure to 40,000 tons was ac- 
counted for by the congested condition 
of the railroads.

the Chemical Schedules. 


The attempt of the Collector at Chi- 
cago to. classify polishing powder under 
the cherhical proviaion of the tariff be- 
calise pit up‘in small packages of less 
than two and a half pounds gross 
weight resulted yesterday in the Board 
of General Appraisers reversing that»of- 
ficer. G. W. Sheldon & Co., ‘importers 
of the product, claimed. that Irrespectiv 
of the character of the packing the conf- 
modity fell properly under thé paragraph 
specifying ‘‘ polishing powder.’’. Judge 
Brown agreed and ordered the merchan- 
Gise admitted at 15 per ceht. 

Another case in which the Collector 
thought merchandise fell under the 
chemical paragraph because of the size 
and kind of containers had“ to“do with 
a commodity. reported “py the Appraiser 
to be extract of chlorophyll, -imported 
by Fritzsche Brothers. The Collector 
held that .the chlorophyll .was in its 
packing at least one. of the ‘similar 
articles ’’ enumérated in the tariff, and 
accordingly levied 20 per cent. duty. At 
the trial a chemist employed by the 
firm testified that ,chlorophyll- was the 
natural coloring constituent of all green 
plants. It was extracted, he said, from 
plants, and was a simple..chemical con- 
stituent ‘“‘you can write with one 
formula.’’ The merchandise, the chem- 
ist insisted, was the extract just as it 
came from the plant. Judge Brown 
concluded that the proper rate was: 15 
per cent. under the specific provision 
for ‘‘ extract of chlorophyll.”” A. reliqui- 
dation, was ordered. 

The Guaranty Trust pat Cammpany of Ne 
York and the Antoiné Chiris FoR ed 
claimed that, as clerical errers had been 
made in entering merchandise which ‘re- 
sulted in higher dutigs and penalties, a 
reliquidation should be directed. The 
trust company .asserted that duty on 
five —s oes of rugs should have been 
bas 489, as entered, and not on 

1,516 a ugitdatea by the Collector. Thé 

ifference the two values. was due 
to a clerical error either in making the 
entry or on the liquidation, it was 
claimed. 

It appeared in the case of the Chiris 
Company that the entry on which twen- 
ty-five cases of bergamot oil was made 
stated two values for the same mer- 
chandise as representing market yalue 
on the same exporting date. This, it 
was claimed, would immediately point 
out to the Collector that an apparént 
error had been made of the kind defined 
in Paragraph J of Section 3 of the law. 
Additional penalties were exacted as a 
result of this mistene. Judge Hay over- 
ruled the claims of both protestants on 
the ground that neither was ‘‘ manifest ”’ 
to the Collector within the limits laid 
down in Federal Court decisions, 

The mere packing of fish roe in ice 
does not constitute ‘‘ preservation’ 
within the meaning of that word as 
used in the tariff. BEB. M. Mathis en- 
tered at Ogtiensburg sturgeon roe which 
had been shipped from ‘Three Rivers, 
Province of Quebec, The roe was in the 
condition as taken from the fish, packed 
in tin pails placed inside of wooden 
buckets, the pals being surrounded with 
ice. The soy classified the. im- 
portation at 30 per cent. ag ‘* caviar and 
other. preserv roe of fish,”’ whereas 
the importer claimed free entry as 
“* eggs of fish, (except fish roe preserved 
for food purposes.) '' Judge Brown held 
that the roe could not be regarded as

The amount of ice manufactured in 


the United States in 1914 was 41,257,- 
956,678 ‘pounds, according to a prélim- 
inary statement of the general results 
of the census of ice factories for that 
year, issued by Director’ Samuel’. L. 
Rogers of the Bureau of the Census of 
the Department of Commerce, .A com- 
parison of the figures for 1914 and 1909, 
made under the direction of William 
M."Steuart.

Burlap Pt Easing Off. 

A quite general.lack of important 
trading, coupled with lower costs at 
Calcutta, has had a weakening effect 
on all. kinds of burlap prices in. this 
market in the last week. Yesterday 
10%-ounce, 40-inch burlaps were quoted, 
somewhat nominally, at 10% centg_ for 
spot and close-by deliveries, while 7.75 
cents was the figure set on 8-ounce 
goods of the same width. It was said 
that actual buying of any size would 


doubtless bring forth prices even more 
‘fayorable than those. The Dundee 
burlap situation is giving the trade 
something to Worry about these days. 
Not only is the strike of the jute work-

Sheets Are Wanted, Too. 

In addition to the lightweight sheet- 
ings that are being sought in a quiet 
way in this market for use in ban age 
cloths, as reported several days ago in 
this column, it is said that the buyers 
in question are after sheets and pillow 
cases in the made-up state, evidently 
for hospital purposes... The names of 
these buyers, for the moment at least, 
are trade secrets. The sheets and cases 
wanted are said to be heavier than those 
ordinarily used for the purpose, and 
this, it is further said, will make it all 
the more difficult for the men seeking 
the goods to find them. The market is 
too well sold up on all kinds of these

The “ Working” Season is On. 

Merry Spring, in spite of the business 
it brings, is not the brightest season of 
the year for the local retail dry goods 
stores in some respects. Among other 
things it will devolve upon the stores 
maintaining suburban deliveries to as- 
sist in moving some of the effects of 
several faMilies lucky enough to own 
two homes into the Summer establish- 
ment. Favorite articles for transit at 
the expense of the stores seem to be 
refrigerators and baby carriages. The 
method of getting them moved at prac- 
tically no cost to the owner is simplic- 
ity itself. If it is a refrigerator, the 
drain Pipe from the ice chest is ‘ ac- 
cidentally ’’ deranged. Be it a baby 
carriage then one or two of the wheels 
are found to need retireing. = either 
case the job of ‘ixing things is given to 


a ha store, with the request that the 
repaired article be delivered to the 
Summer address.

a Comparieon of Values. 

Prices are not high, according to one 
woolen salesman, if ‘a comparison is 
made with the values offered five or 
six years ago. Before the era of trading 
down and substitution, he said, the price 
paid for an all-wool fabric was about 
the same as the manufacturers are pay- 
ing today. ‘‘ With the development of 
the last few years in the clothing and 
garment trades,” he said, ‘“ there has 
been a big demand for cloths that have 
the appearance of being good value, but 
which really do not have the wool stock 
in them to make them so.

oth whereas formerly the cloth was 
heavy and would take a good Pag in 
the ordinary process of finishin With 
5 or 10 per cent. of cotton in the old- 
time fabrics, much longer wear could 
be guaranteed because good live wool 
was used. Now, the idea is to use silk 
noils and the cheapest kind of wool 
stock, so that the fabric’ will boil out, 
call it commercially all wool, buy it 


at 75 cents a yard, and manufacture it 
into a suit to sell at $25."’ 


They Are Not Cured. 

To those who are on the inside, and 
who know the general lack of good 
merchandise of all kinds at present, it 
may come as a surprise to hear that 
some of the retailers have not yet 
broken themselves of the habit of send- 
ing back goods that do not sell as 
quickly as they apparently should. A 
case was reported yesterday in which a 
seller’of a certain kind’ of knitted gar- 
ment for women had received a return 
shipment of several dozen pieces of his 
wares. The goods being of a staple 
nature, and advancing steadily in price, 
the seller could hardly believe his eyes 
when he read the letter anriouncing 
their return. ‘‘ Not that I object to 
this particular return,’’ he said, “ for 
T-can sell the goods again quickly and 
get an extra profit out of them. But 
when a retailer will do a thing like 
this, how $e you ever stop him from 
returning vs im normal times by 
: educating * ?. In this case it would 
apparent! e the retailer twenty 
years to learm his ‘a, b, abs.’
